:rse:  How  many  LDS  Church  members  are  there  in 
Lebanon? 

Well,  in  the  English-  and  Arab-speaking  branch 
rere  about  65.  Now  there  are  but  three  or  four  active 
rs.  So  we  only  have  a  few  we’re  really  worried  about 
branch. 

on  the  other  side,  in  the  area  that’s  the  Christian-held 
Beirut,  there  are  another  five  or  six  active  families.

You  were  part  of  the  Swiss-Zurich  Mission, 
:r;  No,  the  International  Mission  now.  A  lot  of  these 


kinds  of  areas  are  being  turned  over  to  the  supervision  of  the 
International  Mission  under  Elder  William  Grant  Bangerter, 
Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve.  That  happened  about 
a  year  ago  April. 

We  used  to  have  missionaries  from  the  Zurich  mission. 
When  we  first  went  to  Lebanon  in  1971  we  had  six 
missionaries.  Then  about  two  years  later  it  was  down  to  four. 
For  the  past  two  years  we  haven’t  had  any  because  of  the 
political  problems. 

Universe:  Were  many  of  the  church  members  there  foreign 
nationals? 

Parker:  Yes.  The  majority  of  active  membership  was 
foreign— non-Arabic,  non-Lebanese.  Most  all  of  them  left 
before  the  end  of  June.  My  family  stayed  on  until  last  March 
and  one  American  woman  who  works  at  the  American 
University  at  Beirut  stayed  on  and  left  with  the  evacuation 
that  occurred  a  week  after  I  left.  I  left  June  13. 

We  had  Canadians  at  various  times,  and  mostly  Americans, 
including  professors  at  the  American  University  there.  That 
was  probably  the  largest  segment.  We  had  three  people  there 
most  of  the  time  I  was  there,  one  in  the  administration  and 
two  professors.  One  of  those  professors  is  now  teaching  in 
the  art  department  here,  Professor  Gordon  Olsen.  He  was 
there  .  .  .  about  six  years. 

Universe:  How  do  you  feel  about  the  LDS  Church’s 
present  status  in  Lebanon? 

Parker:  We’re  really  discouraged  about  everything  in  Beirut 
right  now.  We  felt  it  was  at  a  take-off  point  just  a  short  while 
ago.  We  were,  a  year  ago,  petitioning  the  government  and  had 
everything  ready  to  have  the  church  legally  recognized  by  the 
government.  And  now  we  see  that  almost  totally  crumble 
away. 

By  the  time  we  had  the  papers  back  from  the  church,  the 
crisis  there  had  reached  such  proportions  that  it  was  just 
impossible  to  go  ahead  for  the  time  being.  It  is  very 
discouraging,  but  we  have  never  given  up.

CAPE  HATTERAS,  N.C.  (AP)  -  The  western  edge  of 
Hurricane  Belle’s  1 1 0-mile-per-hour  fury  brushed  the 
southern  tip  of  North  Carolina’s  Outer  Banks  islands  at  1 1 
a.m.  today  with  gusts  up  to  74  miles  per  hour. 

The  center  of  the  storm  was  50  miles  out  to  sea,  picking  up 
speed  on  a  northerly  course  that  could  sweep  its  full  force 
into  Long  Island  and  southern  New  England. 

“We  got  plenty  of  wind  -  55  miles  per  hour  gusting  to  74,” 
said  Mrs.  U.L.  Womach,  whose  family  chose  to  remain  in 
their  home,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  the  bench  at 
Ocracoke,  south  of  Cape  Hatteras. 

“They’re  probably  getting  some  pretty  strong  squalls  and 
hurricane  force  winds  in  gusts,”  said  Joe  Pelissier  of  the 
National  Hurricane  Center  in  Miami. 

Pelissier  said  the  strongest  winds  were  on  the  eastern  or 
seaward  side  of  the  storm  because  of  its  northward 
movement  and  counter-clockwise  rotation. 

Larry  Palmer,  34,  of  Arlington,  Va.,  whose  family  sought 
refuge  in  the  Kitty  Hawk  Elementary  School,  said  he  heard  a 
policeman  saying  that  the  beach  highway  is  flooding  in  areas. 

“There  are  at  least  1,000  persons  in  the  school.  Most  are 
vacationers,”  he  said.  “It’s  really  gone  smooth.  Nobody 
panicked.  Everybody  seems  to  be  enjoying  themselves.  The 
kids  have  been  fantastic.”

Palmer,  who  was  with  his  wife  and  two  children,  estimated 
there  were  250  to  400  children  in  the  school  building. 

“I’m  hoping  we  can  get  back  to  our  beach-front  cabin  by  5 
or  6  o’clock  tonight,”  he  said. 

Waves  appeared  to  be  eight  to  10  feet  high,  but  the  storm 
passed  when  the  tide  was  out.  In  the  Nags  Head  area  north  of 
here  the  water  did  not  surge  over  the  sand  dunes  toward 
homes  as  feared. 

At  the  local  National  Weather  Service  Station  here, 
hurricane  watchers  placed  Belle’s  center  45  miles  east  in  the 
Atlantic. 

Radar  indicated  rain  up  and  down  the  state’s  coast. 

“Roads  from  Frisco  to  Hatteras  are  impassable 
with  .  .  .  water  up  to  (three  feet  deep,”  the  weather  service 
reported.  “Some  trees  and  wires  are  down  on  the  portion  of 
the  island  south  of  Buxton  and  electricity  is  off.” 

Winds  and  rain  in  the  area  were  expected  to  maintain  their 
strength  for  at  least  two  hours  and  then  subside  about  1 
p.m.,  according  to  the  statement. 

“We  may  even  get  a  glimpse  of  blue  sky  before  dark,”  a 
weather  service  spokesman  said. 

Advance  preparation  was  at  full  speed  well  into  New 
England  and,  as  the  hurricane  advanced  to  the  north,  the 
Coast  Guard  was  at  work. 

Police  in  Suffolk  County,  N.Y.,  on  Long  Island,  told 
residents  within  500  feet  of  the  ocean  and  adjoining  bays  to 
be  ready  to  leave  their  homes  at  a  moment’s  notice. 

The  area,  normally  heavily  populated,  was  jammed  with 
tens  of  thousands  of  vacationers.  It  includes  some  famous 
summer  resorts  -  Fire  Island,  the  Hamptons,  Montauck,  Sag 
Harbor,  Orient  Point. 

Similar  precautions  were  ordered  into  coastal  Connecticut, 
Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts  —  including  Cape  Cod, 
which  like  Long  Island  was  crowded  with  vacationers  this 
time  of  year. 

The  Coast  Guard  in  Portsmouth,  Va.,  said  the  empty 
tanker  Amoco  Virginia,  headed  for  Yorktown,  Va.,  was 
reported  disabled  off  Chincoteague  Island,  Va.,  in  the  path  of 
the  advancing  storm. 


The  move  into  the  new  six-story  addition  to  Brigham 
Young  University’s  Harold  B.  Lee  Library  will  be  almost 
completed  by  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester  Aug.  30, 
according  to  Douglas  P.  Bush,  assistant  library  director. 

Throughout  the  summer  months  the  moving  crew  has 
worked  right  behind  the  construction  crew,  installing  shelves 
and  placing  books  as  fast  as  the  carpet  was  laid. 

Construction  on  the  new  addition  is  also  moving  along  on 
schedule  as  the  October  completion  date  nears. 

Inside,  workers  are  putting  on  the  finishing  touches, 
trimming  and  gluing  seams  of  carpet,  leveling  carrels,  and 
arranging  furniture. 

Outside,  sidewalks  are  being  poured  and  topsoil  added  to 
large  planter  boxes  and  to  the  grounds  in  preparation  for 
landscaping. 

“We’ve  had  a  staggered  finish  schedule,”  Bush  explained. 

The  new  BYU  library  addition  should  make  a  lot  of 
students  happy.  Along  with  doubling  the  size  of  the  original 
library,  from  one-million  volumes  to  two-million  volumes, 
the  library  has  some  very  interesting  features. 

For  one  thing,  both  the  new  addition  and  the  original 
library  are  being  carpeted  in  bright  orange-gold  carpet  which 
Bush  said  will  provide  a  pleasant  study  atmosphere  and  at  the 
same  time  control  noise  and  minimize  maintenance. 

The  new  library  addition  also  features  movable  walls  so 
that  office  space,  study  and  book  shelv?  areas  can  be 
arranged  as  needed. 

The  book  stacks  are  being  configured  differently  to 
provide  more  individualized  study  space.  Instead  of  having 
big  islands  of  study  desks,  the  study  space  is  broken  into 
smaller  areas.  There  will  also  be  40  group-study  rooms,  three 
blind  group-study  rooms,  and  six  typing  rooms. 

“The  whole  library  was  designed  to  emphasize  flexibility 
and  versatility  and  to  help  students  improve  study  habits,” 
Bush  said. 

The  new  addition  will  also  include  a  vending  machine 
room,  a  new  vault  area  for  rare  books,  and  an  additional 
sixth  floor  which  will  be  used  for  technical  Services,  including 
acquisitions,  orders  and  cataloging. 

It  has  two  floors  below  ground  and  four  above  and  is  faced 
with  cast  stone  panels  to  match  the  existing  structure  of  the 
original  library. 

Bush  said  the  new  addition  is  expected  to  increase  seating 
capacity  of  the  library  from  the  present  2,500  persons  to 
4,500  persons.

Gary  Mark  Gilmore,  35,  of 
Springville  was  ordered  by 
Fourth  District  Judge  J. 
Robert  Bullock  to  undergo 
the  evaluation  at  the  Utah 
State  Hospital  in  Provo. 

Mike  Esplin,  Utah  County 
public  defender,  and  Craig 
Synder,  court-appointed 
attorney,  requested  a  30-day 
evaluation  for  Gilmore. 
However,  Judge  Bullock 
approved  only  a  two-week 
evaluation. 

Originally,  Judge  Bullock 
wanted  the  mental  tests  to  be 
held  in  Utah  County  Jail. 
However,  the  attorneys  for 
Gilmore  argued  the  Utah 
State  Hospital  had  better 
facilities  for  the  testing.

By  implementing  this  process  with  the  first 
principles  of  the  gospel,  we  will  enjoy  life 
even  more.  As  we  gain  knowledge  in  life,  we 


,  are  relearning  things  we  knew  in  the 
pre-existence,  he  said.  “Every  truth  to  heart 
and  man  is  an  awakening  of  previous 
knowledge.” 

One  of  the  advantages  of  planning  where 
we  go  or  what  we  do  is  that  we  always  know 
where  we  are  in  life.  If  we  visualize  where  we 
want  to  go,  we’ll  know  where  we  stand,  he 
said. 

“Imagine  yourself  in  every  possible 
position  and  then  safeguard  yourself  in 
principles,  not  practices,”  he  said. 

Prayer  is  important  in  living  each  day,  but 
there  are  different  levels  of  prayer,  Covey 
explained.

LOS  ANGELES  —  William  and  Emily  Harris  were  found 
guilty  Monday  of  kidnaping  and  robbery  but  were  acquitted 
of  six  assault  charges  credited  to  Patricia  Hearst. 

The  jury  of  seven  women  and  five  men  additionally 
reduced  three  of  the  charges  against  the  Harrises  to  lesser 
offenses.  They  reduced  the  charge  of  kidnaping  for  the 
purpose  of  robbery  to  simple  kidnaping,  which  carries  a 
lesser  sentence. 

Kidnaping  for  the  purpose  of  robbery  was  the  most  serious 
charge  against  the  couple  and  would  have  required  a 
mandatory  life  sentence. 


Postcard  registration  passes  House 


WASHINGTON  -  The  House  rushed  through  a  postcard 
voter  registration  bill  at  Jimmy  Carter’s  request  Monday  but 
knocked  out  a  provision  for  mailing  the  postcards  to  every 
American  household. 

The  bill  was  passed  on  a  239-147  vote. 

The  bill’s  floor  manager,  House  administration  chairman 
Frank  Thompson  Jr.,  D-N.J,,  said  deletion  of  the  provision 
for  mailing  postcards  to  some  150  million  voting-age 
Americans  would  “destroy  the  legislation.” 

But  backers  of  the  move  said  it  would  save  $25  million  in 
mailing  costs,  pistribution  of  the  postcards  for  registering  to 
vote  will  be  left  up  to  the  states.  The  provision  was  defeated 
255  to  130,

The  Senate-passed  bill  is  $3.9  billion  less  than 
President  Ford’s  budget  proposal  and  $1.4  billion 
under  the  total  approved  by  the  House. 

The  Senate  total,  however,  is  $  1 1 .6  billion  more 
than  was  appropriated  for  the  1976  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30. 

Before  final  action,  the  Senate  turned  down 
amendments  to  delete  $350  million  for  advance 
procurement  items  for  a  fourth  Mimitz-class 
nuclear  powered  aircraft  carrier  and  $75  million 
for  procurement  of  360  nonnuclear  Lance 
surface-to-surface  missiles. 

Sen.  Patrick  J.  Leahy,  D-Vt.,  who  proposed  to 
delete  the  nuclear  carrier  money,  urged  that  it  be 
delayed  at  least  one  year  pending  completion  of  a 
National  Security  Council  study  of  the  future  role 
of  aircraft  carriers  in  naval  warfare.  The 
amendment  was  defeated  50  to  35. 

Chairman  John  C.  Stennis,  D-Miss.,  of  the 
Senate  Armed  Services  Committee,  said  the  new 
carrier  is  designed  to  replace  the  USS  Midway  in 
1984  to  maintain  a  12-carrier  force  considered 


necessary  since  the  end  of  World  War  II. 

The  Senate  also  defeated,  61  to  15  an 
amendment  by  Sen.  Gary  Hart,  DColo.,  to 
eliminate  money  for  nonnuclear  Lance  missiles. 
Hart  argued  that  equivalent  support  for  artillery 
forces  could  be  provided  cheaper  through  aerial 
bombing. 

The  Senate  bill  includes  $6.2  billion  for  hhvy 
shipbuilding,  including  funds  for  one  new  Trident 
submarine,  three  nuclear-powered  attack 
submarines  and  eight  guided-missile  frigates. 

The  bill  also  includes  funding  for  conversion  of 
the  nuclear-powered  cruiser  Long  Beach  to  a  strike 
cruiser  equipped  with  the  Aegis  air  defense  system, 
but  deletes  funds  for  advance  procurement  for  a 
new  nuclear-powered  strike  cruiser. 

Other  procurement  items  in  the  bill  include  $1.4 
billion  for  108  FI 5 A  fighter  aircraft,  $432.7 
million  for  six  airborne  warning  and  control 
system  aircraft,  and  $274.5  million  for  60 
additional  Minuteman  III  intercontinental  ballistic 
missiles.

Books  which  are  “subject 
to  mutilation”  will  soon  be 
locked  up  in  a  large 
compartment  being  installed 
on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  new 
library  addition. 

The  problem  of  book 
mutilation  is  especially  bad  in 
the  humanities  section, 
according  to  Humanities 
Librarian  Blaine  Hall. 
Photography  journals,  art 


collections,  film  books  and 
the  magazines  are  hardest  hit  . 
Many  of  these  will  be  locked 
up  and  inspected  on  return, 
he  said.  x  , 

Hall  said  there  appear  to  be 
three  main  types  of  book 
choppers-the  student  who 
needs  material  for  a  class 
assignment,  such  as  an 
Interior  Design  journal;  the 
self-appointed  censor,  and  the 
pornography  collector. 

The  library  does  not  censor 
any  material,  said  Hall.  If 
there  is  material  which  may 
be,  or  has  been,  subject  to 
mutilation,  it  is  put  in  a 
locked  case.  The  main 
purpose  for  this,  he  said,  is  to 
protect  it  from  harm,  not  to 
keep  it  from  the  public. 


One  “censor”  was 
apparently  surprised  at  his 
work.  He  left  all  the  pictures 
he  had  cut  out  and  the  book 
in  a  restroom  where  they 
were  found  by  a  library 
employe.  The  book,  a  foreign 
film  review,  contains  more 
photos  of  questionable  taste, 
but  only  the  scenes  with  nude 
women  were  cut  out.  Hall 
said. 

A  part  of  Hall’s  “mutilated 
book  exhibition”  is  a  small 
Exacto  knife  found  on  the 
shelves  last  year.

Although  the  intentions  of 
the  pornography  collector 
and  the  self-appointed  censor 
may  be  at  variance,  the  end 
result  is  the  same.  Hall  said 
many  art  books  worth  more 
than  $100,  and  one  set  of  art 
encyclopedia  worth  $700 
have  been  ruined. 


Students  caught  cutting  up 
books  are  reported  to 
University  Standards  for 
disciplinary  action,  said  Hall. 
Gerald  Dye  of  the  University 
Standards  office  said  book 
mutilation  is  grounds  for 
dismissal  from  the  university. 

One  of  the  “censors”  had 
apparently  taken  it  upon 
himself  to  eliminate  regularly 
offensive  material  from 
magazines  such  as  Paris  Match 
and  Esquire.  One  issue  of 
Esquire  is  missing  a  ten-page 


article  entitled  “The  Sexiest 
Girls  in  America  Belong  to 
Zoli.” 

Both  Paris  Match  and 
Esquire  have  recently  been 
put  in  closed  reserve. 

Some  students  think  it  is 
permissable  to  write  in  the 
books  with  pencil  which 
creates  another  kind  of 
problem,  said  Hall.  Some 
widely  used  texts  have  been 
erased  so  much  that  the  type 
is  fading  out  completely. 

Hall  said  the  average  book 
costs  are  $15.  Many  are 
irreplaceable  because  they  are 
out  of  print. 

Although  there  is 
considerable  costs  involved  in 
repairing  and  replacing 
slashed  books,  Hall  said  “the 
biggest  problem  is  the 
inconvenience  to  the  patron.” 
Books  being  repaired  are  out 
of  circulation  for  about  a 
week. 

The  installation  of 
photocopy  machines  on  every 
floor  is  part  of  the  library’s 
effort  to  curb  book  slashing, 
said  Hall.

Didn’t  someone  once  say 
that  the  pen  is  mightier  than 
the  sword? 

It  certainly  wasn’t  the 
producers  of  “Swash¬ 
buckler,”  Universal’s  latest 
piracy.  Although  a  visual 
marvel,  it  is  basically  a  loss. 

In  “Swashbuckler,”  Robert 
Shaw  and  James  Earl  Jones 
lead  a  bunch  of  pirates  in  a 
campaign  to  save  the 
prisoners  of  a  despotic 
Jamaican  magistrate.  In  the 
end  all  the  good  guys  are  free 
and  the  bad  guys  are  dead. 

The  sword  rules  in  this 
adventure,  with  apparently 
no  thought  being  given  to  the 
screenplay.  It  looks  like  an 
hour-and-a-half  version  of  the 
three  minute  preview  that 
one  sees  before:  a  main 
feature  -  lots  of  action 
sequences  but  no  plot. 

The  screenplay,  written  by 
Paul  Kastner,  is  as  weak  as 
they  come.  I  wish  the  pen  in 


this  case  was  mightier  than 
the  sword;  a  good  plot  can 
almost  save  any  other  bad 
elements  of  a  film. 

There  is  no  visible  character 
development  nor  real 
coherence  in  the  plot,  just 
one  action  sequence  after 
another. 

However,  the  visuals  are 
well  done..  “Swashbuckler”  is 
beautifully  photographed  in 
beautiful  locations.  The  set 
decoration  could  win  an 
award.  It  would  be  a  pleasing 
movie  to  watch,  if  the  sound 
were  turned  off. 

The  stunts  were  well  done. 
We  see  two  men  and  a  girl  fall 
off  a  100-foot  cliff  with  a 
wagon.  That  takes  guts  -  I 
wouldn’t  trust  the  wagon  not 
to  land  on  me  once  I  hit  the 
ocean.  Many  studios  would 
fake  that,  but  not  Universal  - 
in  this  case. 

Avery  Schreiber  is  out  of 
place  without  a  bag  of 
Doritos.  It  is  too  bad  Robert 
Shaw  couldn’t  have  been 
swallowed  by  a  shark  as  he 


was  in  “Jaws,”  early  in  the 
movie  so  as  to  save  his  fine 
performance  for  another 
picture. 


IT’S  TIME  YOU  MET  HIM 


Another  fault,  besides  poor 
screenplay  and  direction,  is 
the  presence  of  elements  that 
most  LDS  people  will  wince 
at.

GENEVA,  Switzerland 
(AP)  —  Some  members  of  the 
13  nation  oil  cartel  want  a 
“very  drastic”  price  increase 
comparable  to  the 
quadrupling  of  prices  that 
followed  the  1973  Arab  oil 
embargo,  Saudi  Oil  Minister 
Sheik  Ahmed  Zaki  Yamani 
said  Monday. 

He  said  Saudi  Arabia,  the 
world’s  leading  oil  exporter, 
will  resist  an  increase  of  that 
size  but  predicted  there  will 
be  some  kind  of  increase  in 
1977. 

“I  think  it  is  premature  to 
talk  now  about  the 
percentage,”  he  told  reporters 
at  a  United  Nations  press 
luncheon.  “It  depends  on  a 
variety  of  factors,  including 
the  economic  recovery  in  the 
West.”  • 

“But  we  are  not  going  to 
slaughter  the  hen  that  lays 
the  gold  eggs,”  he  stated. 
“There  is  a  limit  to  what  we 
can  do.  And  I  think  we  see 
that  limit  a  little  bit  clearer 
than  others,”  a  reference  to 
Saudi  Arabia’s  differences' 
with  so-called  price  hawks  in 
the  Organization  of 
Petroleum  Exporting 
Countries  (OPEC). 

The  current  benchmark 
price  for  oil  exported  by 
OPEC  members  is  $11.51  for 
a  42-gallon  barrel.  It  has  been 
in  effect  since  October  1975. 
OPEC  oil  ministers 
considered  a  hike  when  they

Yamani  did  not  identify 
the  countries  pressing  for  a 
spectacular  increase,  but  he 
noted  at  another  point  that 
Iran,  the  world’s  second 
largest  exporter,  has  been  a 
major  pusher  for  price  hikes 
in  the  past. 

“On  the  question  of  prices, ' 
there  is  a  fundamental 
difference  between  Iran  and 
Saudi  Arabia,”  which  always 
has  urged  moderation,  he 
said. 

Shah  Mohammed  Reza 
Panlevi  of  Iran  often  alleges 
that  the  prices  his  country 
must  pay  for  industrial  goods 
from  the  West  have  increased 
faster  than  oil  prices  since 
1973.  He  says  this  justifies 
even  higher  od  prices. 

The  oil  price  is  to  come 
under  consideration  at  the 
next  regular  OPEC  meeting  in 
Qatar  on  Dec.  15.  Yamani 
said  there  were  demands  to 
hold  an  extraordinary 
conference  to  increase  the 
price  before  that  date  but 
said  his  government  opposes 
that. 

Yamani  was  asked  whether 
he  thought  an  increase  of 
more  than  10  per  cent  for 
1977  would  slow  down 
economic  recovery  in  the 
West. 

“It  depends  on  the  rate  of 
recovery,”  he  said. 


KANSAS  CITY,  Mo.  (AP)  -  Vice  President 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  carried  President 
Ford’s  campaign  theme  to  Republicans 
preparing  for  their  national  convention 
Monday,  declaring  that  the  administration 
has  shown  the  world  it  will  “rebuild  and 
sustain  the  strength  of  America.” 

To  make  good  on  that.  Ford  will  have  to 
win  his  close  struggle  with  Ronald  Reagon  for 
the  Republican  presidential  nomination.  The 
President  wants  that  settled  in  a  one-ballot, 
challenger  may  seek  preliminary  convention 
votes  on  issues  and  rules. 

Rep.  John  J.  Rhodes  went  before  the  rules 
committee  to  ask  for  guidance  on  one  such 
point,  a  controversy  over  a  rule  that  would 
require  delegates  to  comply  with  state 
primary  election  verdicts  and  cast  their 
convention  votes  in  accordance  with  the 
popular  vote  back  home. 

Rockefeller’s  forum  was  the  platform 
committee,  and  he  used  it  to  extol  Ford’s 
performance  as  President  and  to  praise  the 
“brilliant  international  initiatives”  of 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger  —  who 
has  been  a  prime  Reagan  campaign  target. 

Some  Reagan  delegates  refused  to  go  along 
with  party  elders’  plans  to  try  to  keep 
platform  disputes  to  a  minimum  by  making 
the  document  a  general  statement  of  party 
positions.  That  would  avoid  specific  solutions 
pointing  up  differences  between  the 
contenders  for  the  presidential  nomination. 

The  Reagan  supporters  won  the  first 
skirmish  when  the  committee  voted  42  5o  39 
to  permit  subcommittees  to  elect  their  own 
chairmen.  The  power  to  name  subcommittee 


chairmen  had  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
chairman  of  the  full  committee,  Gov.  Robert 
D.  Ray  of  Iowa,  a  Ford  supporter. 

In  his  strong  statement  in  support  of  Ford’s 
domestic  and  foreign  policies,  Rockefeller 
never  mentioned  Reagan  and  never  alluded  to 
any  opposition  within  the  Republican  Party 
to  Ford  or  Kissinger. 

Rockefeller,  who  stepped  aside  last  fall  as  a 
prospect  for  the  nomination  to  remain  in  his 
current  job,  said  Ford  has  restored 
confidence  at  home,  controlled  inflation  and 
renewed  international  cooperation  and 
mutual  respect. 

The  Platform  Committee  also  heard 
Agriculture  Secretary  Earl  Butz  say '  that 
during  the  Nixon  and  Ford  administrations 
total  net  farm  income  had  risen  from  an 
average  of  $12.2  billion  a  year  to  an  average 
of  close  to  $28  billion. 

Butz  said  Republican  farm  policies  “have 
provided  the  American  farmer  with  the 
greatest  freedom  in  the  last  four  decades” 
and  “have  enabled  him  to  produce  the 
miracle  of  abundance  of  food  and  feed  and 
fiber.” 

Then,  turning  to  the  Democratic  national 
ticket  of  Jimmy  Carter  and  Sen.  Walter  F. 
Mondale  of  Minnesota,,  Butz  said  they  would 
“keep  the  tight  grip  of  government  on  the 
farmer  and  over  his  pocketbook.  We  must  not 
let  that  happen.” 

“If  by  some  miracle,  Jimmy  Carter  became 
President  Butz  added,  “George  Meany 
president  of  the  AFL-CIO  would  have  the 
key  to  both  the  front  and  back  door  of  the 
White  House  and  I,  for  one,  donMtt  want 
George  Meany  as  shadow  secretary  of 
agriculture.”

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  A  copyright 
story  in  the  September  issue  of  Playboy 
magazine  alleges  that  31  congressmen, 

including  former  Utah  Republican  Sen. 

Wallace  F.  Bennett  and  then  congressman 

Gerald  Ford,  received  campaign  funds  in 
1968  from  a  Central  Intelligence  Agency 
front  organization  linked  to  the  late  Howard 
Hughes. 

The  article,  written  by  Larry  Dubois  and 
Laurence  Gonzales,  says  alarm  over  possible 
disclosure  of  links  between  the  CIA  and 
Hughes’  financial  empire  may  have  been 

behind  the  Watergate  break-in. 

The  writers  quoted  former  Hughes  aide 
John  Meier  as  saying  that  in  September, 
1968,  he  was  given  a  list  of  politicians  the 
CIA  wanted  Hughes’  Summa  Corp.  to  provide 
with  funds. 

Bennett,  contacted  by  telephone  Monday 


at  the  office  of  his  downtown  Salt  Lake  City 
store,  said  it  was  the  first  he  had  heard  of  the 
Playboy  story.  “Of  course,  I  don’t  read 
Playboy,”  he  laughed. 

Of  the  story’s  primary  allegation,  he  said, 
“I  have  no  memory  of  it.  I  made  it  a  personal 
policy  to  be  completely  separate  from  my 
campaign  fund  raisers  and^I  don  t  know 
where  the  money  came  from.”  , 

He  said  if  the  alleged  funds  were  Hughey 
personal  funds,  they  would  be  “all  right. 
“Surely  they  would  be  smart  enough  to  not 
use  corporate  funds,  particularly  when  you 
have  a  one-stockholder  corporation,”  he  said. 

Bennett  said  he  did  not  know  where  he 
would  go  “to  check”  whether  the  allegation 
is  true  as  far  as  he  is  concerned.  He  said  he 
had  three  or  four  persons  working  on 
campaign  financing  during  the  1968 
campaign  but  could  not  recall  who  they  were.

Y  hosts  workshop 
for  53  deaf  youth 

Deaf  Young  people  from  all  over  the  United  States  are 
gathered  at  BYU  this  week  to  participate  in  the  Fourth 
Annual  Workshop  for  Deaf  Youth. 

Fifty-three  persons  ftom  14  to  25  are  taking  part  in  the 
workshop  to  receive  instruction  and  counsel  in  religious, 
educational,  vocational,  social  and  leadership  development 
areas,  said  Dr.  Ross  M.  Weaver,  director. 

“What  these  young  people  have  in  common  is  their 
communication  handicap  due  to  deafness  which  isolates 
them  from  their  hearing  peers,  restricts  language  acquisition, 
and  makes  learning  a  slow,  laborious  process,”  Dr.  Weaver 
said. 

The  workshop  is  designed  to  help  open  up  the  world  to 
these  young  people,  providing  them  with  a  variety  of 
experiences  in  an  atmosphere  of  complete  acceptance  where 
the  communication  problem  is  minimized,  said  Dr.  Weaver. 

Recreational  and  social  activities  include  swimming,  water 
skiing,  roller  skating,  camping,  a  hike  to  Timpanogos  Cave,  a 
trip  to  Temple  Square  and  Lagoon,  mime  theater 
participation  and  dancing. 

Experiences  provided  by  the  workshop  enable  participants 
to  develop  leadership  skills,  set  goals,  widen  horizons,  build 
religious  testimonies,  and  engage  in  enjoyable  social 
activities,  according  to  Dr.  Weaver. 

Since  total  communication  is  the  key,  “an  interpreter 
provided  for  each  activity  translates  the  speaker’s  words  into 
the  beautiful  sign  language  used  by  deaf  people.  If  the 
speaker  is  communicating  by  sign  language,  the  interpreter 
translates  it  to  English  for  the  benefit  of  the  oral  deaf  person 
who  communicates  by  speaking  and  reading  lips,”  said  Dr. 

Weaver. 

Spirtual  guidance  is  provided  through  devotionals,  family 
home  evening  programs,  religious  captioned  films  and  daily 
contacts  with  counselors,  said  the  workshop  director. 

Educational  and  career  guidance  is  provided  by  volunteer 
leaders  from  New  York,  Washington,  D.C.,  and  Northridge, 

Calif.,  who  come  at  their  own  expense  or  through  the 
sponsorship  of  a  university  to  explain  special  educational  and 
vocational  programs  available  for  the  deaf  in  their 
organizations  or  areas.
